FACTORY LAW 

Aug. 4. 
To-day will be found the last 
lor the series of three articles 
lsummarising the results of the 
scientific investigations carried 
lout by Dr. Chen Ta during the 
last three months into industrial 
lconditions in Shanghai. Dr. 
[Chen Ta is one of the foremost| 
[Chinese economists of the da 
lis independence of view and his| 
scientific equipment “give special 
Jauthority to his findings. He has 
been for many years an acknow-| 
ledged expert on labour problems 
and Shanghai is fortunate in 
lbeing able to benefit from the 
public spirit which actuated him| 
lin undertaking this arduous task.

SEVENTEEN YEARS 
Aug. 4 

‘The anniversary of the be- 
ginning of the cataclysm which 
threw the nations of the world 
into a death embrace comes at a 
time when there is special 
reason for pondering over the 
significance of that disaster. 
Seven of the nations involved 
have met in London, former 
enemies and former allies, and 
have discussed, not the merits 
of their respective causes on 
August 4, 1914, but the means 
whereby they can co-operate to 
preserve the common fabric of 
‘social existence. They may feel 
that they are paying heavily’ 
for the mistakes of _ their! 
forefathers yermitting 
civilisation _ so blindly to rush 
to destruction. Yet, if they! 
are wise, they will realise that! 
regrets ‘for past errors are 
vain. More profitable is it to 
note how service can be made of 
those errors to inform policy for| 
the avoidance of even greater 
catastrophes in the future. For-. 
tunately, out of the travail of 
the Great War, visions and as- 
pirations ascended to the skies, 
‘They were dulled and obscured 
by less worthy apparitions, born 
of the evils of deadly warfare—| P 
the hatred the passion and the 
fear which ever assail man in 
his fighting moods. When how- 
ever pessimism, "with heavy 
aspect, sees grimly nothing but) 
those evits in the War and its 
aftermath, it is pertinent to 
point out ‘that the discernment 
of those evils alone is an 
achievement of real benefit to! 
humanity. 

Whether on one side or the 
other, the War brought out great 

‘qualities of human endurance, 
Reroie self-sacrifice, magnificent 
comradeship. How often since 
1918, when serious troubles in 
the body politic have occurred, 

5 not the word been uttered: 
“If only the spirit of the tren- 
‘ches could be recreated we could 
see this thing through.” The 
creation of the League of 
Nations is indeed itself a tribute 
to the tenacity of the good in 
man. That organisation lacks 
many of the qualities for which 
its promoters looked. It has not 
‘the world-authority first desired 
for it, It has at times to bow 
too obviously in the House of 
the Rimmon of expediency. Yet 
it stands firm at Geneva and to- 
day is regarded as the hope of 
the world for an escape from 
even worse trials than those 
which followed the fateful 
decisions of this day seventeen 
years ago. 

On this subject it is iraposeible 
to avoid reference to- corres- 
pondence which has appeared in 
‘these columas on the subject of 
the method and manner of cele- 
rating the day of the termina- 
tion of the struggle. Views have! 
been stated with a frankness: 
which has lacked _ neither! 
eloquence nor robustness. With- 
out going into the special issue| 
‘of the Armistice Remembrance| 
Day, it is possible to discern in 
the letters a sincere desire for|

The personalities of the two 
men are different, Beaconsfield 
was a popular idol; he was also 
the subject of grave distrust 
and, even, hatred in the ranks 
of the party he led and of the 
party which opposed him, Mr. 
Raisay MacDonald creates no 
violent animosity. He has his 
hero-worshippers but even his 
own followers find him at tim 
aloof and inscrutable. He pos- 
sesses the strong egoism to 
which Beaconsfield was also 
la vietim but he tacks the 
sense of humour of the Jew. 
To set off against these d 
fects, the Prime Minister hi 
an exceptionally wide grasp of 
foreign policy. He has the knack 
of seeing through the glasses of 
the other nation.

Mlegations Against Miss Soumi 
Cheng 


Considerable interest has been 
taken in a decision ef the Greater 
‘Shnghai Chinese Bar Association, 
to deprive Miss Soumi Cheng of 
her membership. Loss of member. 
ship in the Association means that 
Miss Cheng is disbarred from 
practising law in Shanghai. 

Miss Cheng, who is knuwn to 
foreigners as '“‘China’s Portia”, is 
alleged "to have employed. ‘hor 
politieal influence in legal cases. 
A Cantonese by birth, she lived for 
many years in Paris, from the 
University of which ‘she received 
the degree of Doctor of Laws, be- 
ing the first and nly Chinese 
woman to attain this unique 
honowr, Upon her return to 
China, became president of a girls’ 
college in Peking but later ~ she 
took an active part in Nationalist 
politics, becoming president of the 
Shanghai Distriet ‘Ouurt and a 
member of the Central Executive 
Committee of the Kuomintang, as 
well as a member of the. standing 
‘committee of the panty in. Shang: 
hai. She was also appointed pre- 
silent of the Shanghai Special Dis- 
trict Court but failed to take up 
the position, 

Enjiying the distinction of be- 
fing the first woman to be admitted 
to the bar in Shanghai, she extab- 
Ushed a law practice in Shanghai 
Which has proved most successful, 
Miss Cheng, who on several ocea- 
sions represented China unofficially 
at Geneva, is now vieiting Peking 
in the interests of her health. 


The allegatisns against Miss 
Cheng were filed with the Bar As 
soclathin by Mr. Lu Paohow, one 
of her former clients, who stated 
that’ he retained three lawyetsy tn- 
caging Mis. ‘Cheng "in cnnedton 
with @ lawsuit in which de was in- 
volved. Miss Cheng, he says, was 
paid a certain sum for which she 
Issued -a receipt but, i 49 alleged, 
she failed to obtain a power of 
attorney from her client, she filed 
ry atition and she made to 4 
rance in court. Complainant, 
‘therefore, alleged hat she obtain 
ed the money by means of false 
pretences and demanded “its 're- 
turn, which was refused. When 
the matter came to the attention 
of the Bar Association, allegations

Miss Cheng, having been notifi- 
ed of the matter, at once applied 
to the Kiangsu Provincial High 
Court to veto the Bar Association's

that her application has been 
framted but the Bar Association 
as not, up resent, received 
official notification to this effect,

‘The Rev, Charles George 
Sparham 

A wide circle of friends 
mourn the death of the Rev. © 
Sparham, news of which has just 
been received from London. 

‘Mr. Sparham, who was born in 
1860 ‘at Brighton, studied for the 
Ministry at Cheshunt College and 
‘was appointed to Hankow as a 
missionary of the London Mission- 
lary Society.

ot a, public granary 

wanghai, according to 
the Kuo Min News ‘Agency. 

In view of the constant fluctua- 
tions in the price of foodstuffs in 
{this important trading and indus- 
trial city, which produces little for 
its vast number of inhabitants, the 
local Food Control Committee’ se- 
cured permission from the Greater 
‘Shanghai Municipal Government 
jin October last for the organization 
jof a, Subscription Committee to. 
raise’ a fund of $1,000,000 for the 
establishment of a public granary 
System for more effective control 
over food supplies. 

The Committee, consisting of 
‘more than 30 local’ business leaders, 
has now decided to commence 
immediately a campaign to solicit 
contributions for the early creation 
of the fund, The leaders include 
such well-known persons as Yu Ya.

‘My subject is Armistice Day and 
the ceremonies that go with the 
observance of that Day in Shanghai 
Tam purposely writing now, in the 
mniddle of the summer, in order that, 
if what T have to say merits con- 
sideration, that consideration will be 
entered into before the arrangements 
for November 11 of this year are 
‘decided on. 

T would like to emphasise at the 
beginning that T am one of the 
People who hold the view that it 
‘were better, far better, that the 
Great War and all it entailed and 
entails be forgotten, so far as for 
getfulness will allow, as soon 
possible (whatever we may desire, 
‘the politicians and the novelists and 
the ‘dramatists and the moving- 
pictare-makers will not let us fo 
‘get) ; and in writing ghus Iam not 
endeavouring to resuscitate past and 
urled hates and prejudices and 
tagonisms, 
show that there is a common union, 
























and that 
Passed, though not irrevocably 0. 

My ‘point is this: In the Great] 
War there were two sides fighting 
‘one against the other. It is ir- 
Relevant to my purpose what any 
single nation or what any group of 
nations fought for. ‘The essential 
factor is that, regardless of nation- 
‘ality, millions of men and women 
served and suffered and died, and 
that in serving and suffering and 
ying they did so for one of th 
noblest causes and ideals that pei 
Mente the mind of civilized human- 
ity—the Gause and Ideal of Patriot- 
ism and Love of Country. On 
November 11, 1918, the holocaust 
‘that was called the Great War came 
to an end, and the millions of men 
and women who had served were 
Gradually absorbed again, or absorb- 
‘ed themselves, into mence-time lif 
many of them wondering then, as 
many ‘wonder even now, what it 
had all been about, but all of them 
having a perfectly right and 
‘and justifiable fecting that their na- 
tion had been in the right an 
they thenselven had nerved ari 
That is one of the fundamental facts 
‘of post-War exis 
hat politicians or stat 
gnllitarists or nations as 
may say or do or think, ‘The War 
‘was fought by individuals, and every 
Individual on each side, Was uitorly 
‘and completely in the tignt, 

‘Now, in Shanghai, probably the 
‘most international city in the world, 
are subjects of every nation that 
was engaged in the War. In the 
‘same Shanghai (I would emphasise, 
probably the most international eity 
in the world) Armistice Day has 
Tbeon celebrated, yenr. after 
ince 1919, by representatives of one 
of the International groups that 
fought the Great War, In, these 
later years, the “celebration” hi 
undergone a gradual transformation 
4ill it almost merits the description 
‘of “observances” but the spirit of 
gelebration still persists, | sreatly| 
‘diminished itis true, overtly in 
Some instances, covertly in. others, 
+-- Regardless of what the Great War 
‘was fought about and what was its] 
‘outcome, there is not the remotest 
justification for any “celebration,

The 
equally natural answer “We 
observe, or pay tribute to, the 
memory of, those who served and

Cause.” But it must. not be lost

I hope I shall not be accused 
of cynicism in laying what may 
appear to be unnecessary stress on 
one fact—the War is Over. 

As far as Armistice Day public 
celebrations or observances go in 
Shanghai, the stage is held mainly, 
‘as it has been held for more than.

those of our city who gave their 
lives in what is, or was. known as 
the Allied Cause. Tam aware that 
my reference to this may be con- 
sidered to be in bad taste and may 
even cause grief and pain to the 
relations and friends of those in 
‘whose memory the Memorial wat 
erected. Sach an intention is far- 
thest from my mind, and if anything 
I write has such ax effect, I should 
like to express my sincere rogrets 
hhere and now. 

I say emphatically that in 1931, 
thirteen years after the termination 
of the War, it matters not by whose 
efforts and in what circumstances 
the Memorial came into being. It 
is not a memorial of any national 
or international success at arms of 
in diplomacy, bat a memorial of 
patriotism and service and sacrifice 
on the part of some of Shanghai's 
sons—those who died in serving one 
side during the great conflict. Sure- 
ly, if there is a feeling in Shang. 
hai (and I honestly believe there is) 
‘that service and sacrifice are above 
‘and beyond the borderline of na- 
tionality and politics and ereeds, it 
would be more than a graceful tri- 
bate, but a gesture of duty and of 
mutual honour, for the Memorial to 
be resdedicated (with the approval 
of “the other side,” which I feel 
sure would not be with-held) to those 
lof Shanghai of all nationalities whe 
‘gave their lives in the War. And, 
furthermore, it would constitute no 
actual, nor ‘moral, nor ethical nor 
national nor political sin if the in- 
scription on ‘the Memorial — were 
[changed to something on the follow- 
ing lines: 

“IN MEMORY OF ALL THOSE RES. 

IDENTS OF SHANGHAL WHO, IN, 

THE CAUSE OF PATRIOTISM AND 

DUTY, GAVE. THEIR LIVES FOR 

THEIR COUNTRY IN THE WAR,

Such an would neither dis- 
honour nor sully the memory of those 
for whom the Memorial was origin- 
ally erected; for death in the service 
lof Country is not the prerogative of 
any. nation Or people oF group of 
nations or peoples. 

T am fully aware that what I have 
written, the sentiments I have ex- 
pressed, the suggestions I have made, 
may be received with resentment. ©

T do not claim that I am impeccably 
and unimpeachably right in all T 
Ihave said; but 1 do believe that i) 
what T have written be considered 
ealmly, dispassionately and, with 
open minds by “both sides,” that 
that consideration may help to bring 
about a deeper, a Wi sincerer 
understanding among eertain people 
‘in Shanghai who still may feel that 
‘time has not even yet obliterated the|

London, July 27. 

The trial of Lord Kylsant and
